THE NEW PILGRIMAGE 
“The traditional rite of ascen- 
sion to Jerusalem on the Three 
Fsetivals has been transformed 
to pilgrimages in quest of assist- 
ance from David Ben-Gurion,” 
said Petegorsky.

Rabbi Berman urged the JPFO 
member to check his facts “in 
past issues of a good newspaper, 
such as the National Jewish Post. 

A third proposed resolution 
which attracted wide attention 
among the delegates called upon 
“our fellow Jews to leave Ger- 
many .. . condemn those who 
take up permanent residence in 
what only yesterday has been the 
charnel house of six million 
Jews ...and call upon global 
Jewish organizations to severe all 
relations with the permanent 
German Jewish communities.” 

RESOLUTION KILLED 

The resolution was approved in 
committee with one dissenting 
vote but was tabled during floor 
discussion after Max Bressler, 
president of the Zionist Organi- 
zation of. Chicago, sharply ques- 
tioned the “competence of Chica- 
go Jewry to advise the Jews of 
Germany about anything.” 

Petegorsky assiled the McCar- 
ran-Wood anti-Subversive law as 
“administratively unenforceable.” 

Dr. Israel Goldstein, chairman 
of the western hemisphere exec- 
utive of the World Jewish Con- 
gress, spoke at an open evening 
session. He said the current gov- 
ernment crisis in Israel was due 
mainly to the economic difficul- 
ties created by Israel’s open 
door policy. 

THE BLAME LAID 

“In a sense, it can be said that 
the Jews of America bear a re- 
sponsibility for that crisis be- 
cause they failed to provide ade- 
quate resources for immigrant 
absorption,” he said. 

Reform Rabbi Theodore §&. 
Ross of South Temple, was elect- 
ed to succeed Rabbi Berman. 
Vice presidents elected were Da- 
vid Gilbert, David F. Silverzweig 
and Rabbi Jacob J. Weinstein of 
KAM Temple.

OF ISRAEL CRISIS CONCLAVE 


WASHINGTON—More than 1,000 delegates, representing virtually every element of the American 
Jewish community, gathered here this weekend to find ways and means of providing one billion dollars 
from American Jewry to meet Israel’s critical needs. 

Sponsors of the National Planning Conference for Israel, which will end Sunday, said the gath- 
ering was the most representative assembly of Jews to be held in the United States in the past 


decade. 

Represented in the 42 organiza- 
tions participating in the confer- 
ence were all American Zionist 
and civic defense groups, syna- 
gogue, women’s and fraternal or- 
ganizations. 

CJFWF SPONSOR 

The list of organizations re- 
leased early this week included, 
for the first time, the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds, among the sponsoring or- 
ganizations. 

The CJFWF, which represents 
nationally the 300 local federa- 
tions and welfare funds, report- 
edly had been hesitant about be- 
coming a sponsor. 

Israel sent a top sheaf of its 
leaders to the conference, includ- 
ing three ministers, Finance Min- 
ister Eliezer Kaplan, Foreign Min- 
iste Moshe Sharett and Labor 
Minister Golda Myerson. 


Other Israeli leaders present 
were Ambassador Abba Eban; 
Berl Locker, chairman, and Levi 
Eshkol, treasurer, of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine. 

SNYDER SPEAKER 

John W. Snyder, U. S. Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and Leon 
Keyserling, Chairman of the 
President’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, also will address the 
conclave. 


The conference was planned as 
a follow-up to a crisis conference 
in Jerusalem Sept. 3 attended by 
50 American Jewish leaders. They 
were told of Israel plans to ab- 
sorb 600,000 migrants from the 
Soviet satellite states and the 
Moslem countries in the next 
three years. 

To do so and to put the infant 
state on a sound basis economi- 
cally, Premier David Ben-Gurion 
told the Jerusalem conference 
that $1,500,000,000 would be re- 
quired. He said Israeli Jewry 
would provide one-third, with the 
remaining billion a task largely 
for American Jewry. 

STARTS FRIDAY 

The convention was opened by 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, chairman 
of the American section of the 
Jewish Agency. Kaplan and Esh- 
kol were scheduled to discuss the 
economic problems of Israel. Dr. 
Joseph J. Schwartz, director-gen- 
eral of the Joint Distribution 
Committee, was to report on Jew- 
ish rehabilitation throughout the 
world.

Premier David Ben-Gurion had 
indicated that his inability to 
form a new coalition Government 
required new elections immediate- 
ly. 

TOO MUCH WORK 

Early this week, the .Parlia- 
mentary Legal Committee, which 
would draft the election law, held 
a meeting. The committee was 
told that a check of the old regis- 
tration lists and the addition of 
the names of the newcomers 
would take at least six months. 

Previously Ben-Gurion had in- 
formed President Chaim Weiz- 
mann that he was currently un- 
able to form a new Government. 
President Weizmann thereupon 
asked Justice Minister Pinkhas 
Rosen to try it. 

Dr. Rosen heads the small Pro- 
gressive party with five seats in 
the 120-man Parliament. He has 
been active in behind-the-scenes 
parleys to end the stalemate that 
began last week when Ben-Gurion 
resigned. 

Party leaders told Rosen, in 


early negotiations, that they had 
received cables from Jewish or- 
ganizations in the United States, 
The Jewish groups warned that 
the crisis was harming Israel. 
NOT ENOUGH VOTES 

Ben-Gurion was reported ready 
to gamble on an election in the 
hope of getting a clear majority, 
The Maipai polled on 35 per cent 
of the total votes in the 1949 elec- 
tion, the largest single party vote 
but far short of a majority.

British Target of Sternists 
Says Never Was Anti-Semite 











LONDON—Roy E. Farran, who as head of a special secret mili- 
tary unit, became one of the most hated men in Palestine during 
the British Mandate, was on record this week with a statement 
that he had no animus against Israel or the Zionist movement. He 
insisted also that he had never been an anti-Semite. 


As head of the special unit, Farran was accused of leading the 
strong contingent of anti-Semites in British Mandatory officialdom, 
His career in Palestine came to an end when he was accused of 
murdering a 16-year-old Jewish boy, Alxeander Rubovitz. Farran 
fled the country when the parents filed murder charges. He re- 
turned and was acquitted by a British military court. (NJP, Feb. 
20, 1948). 

NUMBER ONE TARGET FOR STERNISTS 

He became a number one target for the two pre-Israel terrorist 
gangs, the Irgun Zvai Leumi and the Sternists. A year later, a 
parcel bomb, addressed to him, was opened by his brother, who was 
killed by the explosion. 

.. Nearly three years later, Farran has expressed his attitude on 
the whole story into an article, “My Views on Anti-Semitism,” 
which appeared in a recent issue of “The Jewish Monthly,” pub- 
lished in London. 

Farran said that “it is wrong to dub all those who sympathized 
with the Arabs as anti-Semites or haters of Jewry just as it would 
be wrong to call all those soldiers who fought in the Irish troubles 
haters of British.” 

He said that speaking for himself, “Israel is here, I presume 
it is here to stay and I wish it well.” 

He insisted that “I can in no way be called an anti-Semite, or 
for that matter a hater of anything, believing as I do that hatred 
is a symptom of the unbalance of a small mind.” 

HAD A JOB TO DO 

He described his role as a-military official in these terms: “As 
a so-called expert in terrorism, I fought the terrorists according 
to my brief, but after the battle was over I carried away no legacy 
of long term hate. I had been a terrorist. They were terrorists, 
Why should I hate?” 

Farran discussed the assassination of his brother, but insisted 
that the event had not made him an anti-Semite. 


“Long after I had left the scene my brother was executed by 
the Stern Gang, presumably in mistake for me,” he wrote. “I 
should not have been natural if I had not been angry to the point 
of madness for a short while but reason has a great power to 
soothe passion.” 

He made it plain, however, that he was not merely a soldier 
carrying out ‘orders when he fought the Jewish underground in 
Palestine. 

HE HAD SOME REASONS, TOO 

“I must admit that at one time I had grave doubts about the 

wisdom of extreme Zionism,” he declared, 


He said be believed that dual nationalism was present in such 
forms of Zionism and that he feared the economic poverty of Pal- 
estine was so great “that it* would not in any way provide the 
living space necessary for Jews and Arabs together.” 

“There was also a suspicion in my mind that Israel was proe 
Russian, possibly arising from the fact that many immigrant train- 
ing camps were behind the Iron Curtain and that a kibbutz (cok 
lective) resembled a Communist farm.” 


“This I now realize, was both unfair and unfounded, since no 
lasting development scheme can hope to succeed without communal 
farms in the beginning,” he added. 

DID NOT EVER HATE TERRORISTS 


He commented also on the two terrorist gangs, remarking that 
“although I do not condone their acts any more than the responsi- 
ble Jewish bodies did, I could not hate them for their various 
attacks.” 

“I do not believe that in the long run they did much to help 
the Zionist cause,” he wrote, adding that it was not entirely the 
fault of the terrorists that “a rather nasty strain of hatred was 
introduced into the campaign by such small-minded non-combatants 
as Ben Hecht. I, and many other British soldiers, were not without 
admiration for the courage of such men as Dov Gruner.” Gruner 
was an Irgunist who was hanged by the British.

Foes of the proposal took the 
position that Sabbath use by 
servicemen would be an opening 
wedge to throw the Center open 
to the community generally on 
that day. Several bids to open 
the Center on the Sabbath on 
earlier occasions all have been 
beaten down. 

The resolution clearing the way 
for the Sabbath opening passed 
by a 19 to 17 vote. 

The resolution referred only to 
a “suitable” program and did not 
contain the qualifying clause “in 
consonance with the Sabbath.’ 

NO CARD-PLAYING 

There were strong indications, 
however, that the SabWath GI 
program will avoid use of the 
Center’s athletic facilities, card- 
playing or similar activities. 

The program will be handled by 
the armed services committee, an 
arm of the Indianapolis Jewish 
Welfare Federation, which is 
headed by Emanuel Deitz and 
Mrs. Louis Rappaport. 

A subcommittee of the commit- 
te, headed by Merrill K. Cohen, 
chairman of the local American 
Jewish Congress chapter,will han- 
die supervision of the program. 

Cohen said he believed no dese- 
cration of the Sabbath would be 
involved in opening the Center 
for such activities as reading, and 
use of the Center radio and tele- 
vision set. 

OPPOSES ATHLETICS 

Cohen said he was opposed to 
any use of the Center’s athletic 
facilities by the servicemen. 
Actual details of the program 
will be worked out at a meeting 
Sunday of the executive board of 
the armed services committee. 

The sum of $250 has been ap- 
propriated for the additional pro- 
gram, to cover more maintenance 
and an extra staff worker. 

There are two military camps 
near the city and a substantial 
number of Jewish servicemen are 
stationed there.

CHICAGO—The National Jewish Welfare Board executive com- 
mittee this week adopted a 1951 budget of $2,049,922, a substantial 


The budget was recommended by a two-day meeting of the 
The JWB receives its funds through 


allocations from local federations 
and welfare funds. 

Included in the 1951 budget is 
$374,900 to cover the JWB’s 1950 
deficit which developed because of 
unanticipated services and sup-, 
plies furnished to the armed for- 
ces in connection with the Korean 
emergency and the deactivation 
of the USO earlier in the year. 

In planning for its work with 
the Jewish Community Centers, 
the JWB budgeted $727,435 as 
against $748,820 last year. The 
JWB is the National Association 
of the JCCs and YM-YWHAsS. 

JWB’s Bureau of Personnel and 
Training has a 1951 budget of 
$67,575 for the recruiting and 
training of qualified social work- 
ers for the Jewish Center field. 
Irving Edison of St. Louis, presi- 
dent of JWB, presided over the ex- 
ecutive committee sessior. 





The municipal council of Tel 
Aviv has approved a budget of 
$21,280,000 for the current fiscal 
year. The budget provides for 
the expenditure of $5,600,000~— 
the largest single item—for edu- 
cation. 
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JERUSALEM — Employment 
will not be a major problem 
among Israel’s newcomers in the 
toming months because as the 
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ABBI Leon Gellman’s declaration that his 

group, the Mizrachi (religious Zionists) 
do not want a theocracy in Israel comes as 
welcome information, but most Conservative 
and Reform Jews will want to see what his dec- 
laration means specifically before they accept it 
at face value. 

If Mizrachi wants a free democratic republic 
for Israel as Rabbi Gellman states, what do 
these words mean when a Conservative or Re- 
form rabbi wants to perform a marriage in Is- 
rael? What do these words mean for those 
Jewish citizens of Israel who want to break 
away from an Orthodox synagogue and form 
either a Conservative or Reform congregation? 

In a “free democratic republic,” any group 
of citizens might form any kind of a religious 
body, but will Rabbi Gellman’s republic permit 
such “democratic” action? 

The POST has never sided with those critics 
who have been tearing their hair about the 
“strangle-hold” of the Orthodox religion in Is- 
rael. After all, Israel is only two years old, 
and will be able to make its own decisions re- 
ligiously when the proper time arrives. 

Neither the rabboinate nor Orthodexy nor 
any other kind of group or individual will de- 
cide what kind of religious development the Is- 
raeli will work out. Out of the environment 
which is Israel, the citizens of the state will find 
expression for their religious ideals, which to 
them will be meaningful. This will be their 
Judaism. 

Just as the Orthodox in the United States 
have had to accommodate their practices to the 
people in the United States to whom they min- 
ister, so will the same development take place

in Israel. The prediction that Israel Jews will 
turn away from religions because of the in- 
transigeance of the Orthodox rabbinate is an 
empty fear. 

The POST is for letting the Jews of Israel 
solve their own religious problems. Most cer- 
tainly the rabbinate of the U.S. And the rest 
of the world is vitally concerned with the situa- 
tion and most certainly they have every right 
to try to do something about it, providing of 
course, that they don’t let their excitement get 
the better of them. The POST has more faith 
in Jews than have a good many Jewish lead- 
ers, both lay and rabbinical. Given time and 
cooperation, Israel will work out its religious 
problem. 

If Rabbi Gellman’s statement is really imple- 
mented and the Jews of Israel are given free- 
dom to find their own religious level without 
arbitrary direction from any source, then the 
problem will be solved sooner than later. The 
Jews of Israel] have shown that they will not 
be dictated to by American businessmen, Amer- 
ican Zionists or by rabbis. Religious-minded 
Jews everywhere should cooperate with Israeli 
religious leaders in every way, but they should 
refrain from trying to impose the kind of re- 
ligion on Israel which they have decided Israel 
should have. Such a course leads only to dis- 
sension and will delay the time when Israel 
will develop a religious practice of its own, indi- 
genous to the people and to the country and as 
much a part of it as is Jerusalem or the Bibli- 
cal places or the seashore at Tel Aviv. 

The Israel Jewish community cannot be ir- 
religious or a-religieus for longer than a rela- 
tively short period of time. 


Where the Rabbis 


ESPITE all the vaunted achievements of 

of the American Jewish community, de- 
spite our organization and over-organization, 
despite our fine rabbinical seminaries and the 
rabbinate itself, we have not as yet been able 
to make any progress in the very necessary 
field of the Jewish communities too small to 
support a synagogue. 

In many such communities, far from the cen- 
ters where there are synagogues, Jews are be- 
ing lost to Judaism. 

The fault lies with our rabbinical bodies 
which have not concerned themselves with this 
problem. 

The idea of the organic community, if it could 
be implemented, would provide the rabbinical 
manpower or even lay people trained in con- 
ducting services and imparting Judaism, to 
meet the situation: Under the organic commun- 
ity system, the community-at-large would em- 
ploy the rabbi, transforming him into a servant 
responsible to the community as a whole in- 
stead of a single congregation. 

In a state like Indiana, where there must 
be hundreds of communities whose Jewish chil- 
dren have very little contact with Judaism, 
there could be a program of two or three trav- 
eling rabbis.

Have Failed 


Rabbi Selig Auerbach of Aberdeen, S. D., tells 
of the progress he is making in serving such 
Jews in his section of the state. 

Rabbi Auerbach writes: \ 

“I am the only rabbi in this entire neighbor- 
hood, and I have conceived of the idea that I 
have a responsibility toward the many Jews 
living scattered and isolated around here. So 
[ visit them and T. G. (Thank God) they are 
again becoming interested in things Jewish. 
Some even come now for all the holidays, not 
only Rosh Hashonah and Yom Kippur, to our 
synagogue. 

“In these weeks I got a fine reward when a 
family who so far had given no religious in- 
struction to their children, living more than 90 
miles away from here and alone, asked me to 
teach their son. Within three weeks he learned 
how to daven. He now comes here every week 
for three days.” 

Rabbis usually have enough problems in their 
own congregations without “borrowing” addi- 
tional duties. But the rabbis have failed to 
point up the problem so that the Jewish com- 
munity might know of it and perhaps do some. 
thing about it. 

At their next conventions, the*three wings of 
Judaism should appoint committees to study 
the problem and make recommendations to the 
Jewish community.

Wants To Know What a Jewish Frat Is 


ERE is a letter. from Irwin M. Rich, 7751 
S. Kingston Ave., Chicago, which is its 
own editorial and requires no answer: 

“I am a proud father of a fine young man 
attending one of our state universities, who has 
joined one of the Jewish fraternities on cam- 
pus. 

“I have visited with him and have made a 
tour of other Jewish fraternities as well as 
Hillel Foundation; and have been left with a 
question which I have been unable to answer to 
my own satisfaction or to the satisfaction of 
others who like myself are perplexed. 

“I am therefore taking the liberty on behalf 
of myself and other parents of writing you and 
hope that you will take the time to give me a 
straightforward answer or solution to this 
problem. 

“The question is: ‘What constitutes a Jewish 
fraternity?’ This question may have been asked 
of you or answered by you previously; but bear 
with us and give us your answer. 

“T have been told that the mere idea of having 
all Jewish students in the fraternity house 
makes it a Jewish fraternity. In my visits I 
have found non-kosher food being served; no 

Jewish holidays being obsérved and nothing of 
Jewish interest being stressed. Are these out- 
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standing features of Jewish fraternities? Or are 
these Jewish fraternities because non-Jewish 
fraternities exclude our boys? 

“If this is the rock-bottom reason, don’t you 
think that Jewish fraternities should be Jewish 
with some semblance of Jewishness? 

“Kindly give me your opinion so that I can 
understand and explain to others the views of 
the men who know the inside work.” 

The POST has advocated that Jewish fra- 
ternities and sororiities begin to mark the holi- 
days, that they institute Friday night candle 
lighting and kiddush, that they stop desecrating 
the Sabbath with Friday night dances and 
house parties. In addition, they could make 
their fraternity house look as though Jews lived 
in them-—perhaps by a picture or two of Jews 
bending over the Talmud in intense and loving 
study, or of a scene in Israel or by other Jew- 
ish art objects. 

These are only minimal requests and very, 
very simple to institute..

I HAD A pleasant talk with 
Victor Fischel, president of Sea- 
grams, on my trip to New York, 
and found him to be a very like- 
able chap. He’s even a good Jew, 
despite the fact that he must be 
a tremendously wealthy man. 

Mr, Fischel does not hold with 
the more commonly accepted the- 
ory that there is a significant re- 
vival of Judaism in the United 
States. After we had talked the 
point over for a while, he con- 
ceded that his opinion might not 
be accurate since he was basing 
his judgment on his observations 
among the people with whom he 
had contact—at the “club” most 
specifically.

His own daughier, the only 
child, is being married in a few 
weeks, and Mr. Fischel must be 
a doting father because everyone 
in the establishment was already 
talking about the great occasion. 
Mr. Fischel’s home is not Ortho- 
dox; it was once, but it is still 
very much Jewish with observ- 
ance of the Friday night ceremon- 
ials and of course,, the holidays.

I am writing to you with ref- 
erence: to the reproduction of an 
article which appeared in the 
New York Times relating to the 
action of my congregation, the 
Free Synagogue of Flushing, in 
voting me tenure at a_ recent 
meeting. 


I think it bad taste for the 
president of any congregation to 
utilize the New York Times to 
air his grievance and that of a 
majority of the Board of Trus- 
tees, but inasmuch as your pub- 
lication reaches Jewish readers, I 
want to call your attention to a 
number of misstatements made 
by Mr. Spielberger. The minutes 
of the congregational meeting 
show that the question of tenure 
was approved by 460 votes as 
against 3 opposing and 2 abstain- 
ing. Present at the meeting were 
2 officers of the congregation 
and 4 trustees. It was reported to 
me that the treasurer was also 
present. I have on my desk about 
40 resignations; not the 180 as 
stated by Mr. Spielberger. 


This controversy was an in- 
ternal one with the rabbi and the 
congregation on one side and the 
majority of officers and trustees 
on the other. In the interest of 
truth, this correction to the arti- 
cle must be made.

Israeli Protests Fail; 
Medics Admit Germans 


NEW YORK—(WNS)—The 
General Assembly of the World 
Medical Association voted here 
this week to admit German doc- 
tors to full membership of the 
organization, despite vigorous 
protests by two delegates from 
Israel, both victims of Nazi per- 
secution. 

Dr. Emil Adler, who - fled 
Czechoslovakia a few days before 
it was occupied by the Germans, 
eloquently pleaded against the 
admission of German doctors into 
the medical body. The case of the 
German doctors demanded special 
consideration, he said, “because 
of the numerous crimes and ter- 
rifying deeds committed during 
the Nazi rule in Europe,” which 
included the “ruthless slaughter 
of 6,000,000 innocent Jews.”. Not

“Jewish Labor in U.S.A. by Mel- 
ech Epstein (Trade Union Spon- 
soring Committee, 22 West 38

documented study, this story of 
the flerce and gallant fight to 
better conditions unbelievably 
shocking would be fascinating 
reading even if it were put down 
carelessly.

Of Philadelphia Congress Rebels 


PHILADELPHIA—-Prof. Horace Kallen, famous Jewish educa- 
tor and philosopher, has been named to conduct an official hearing 
against dissident elements in the Philadelphia Council of the Ameri- 


can Jewish Congress. 

Disclosure that the national 
civic defense agency had named 
Kallen was made last week. 

Prof. Kallen’s decision to han- 
die the investigation followed a 
meeting of the national executive 
committee of the Congress. Pres- 
ident Irving Miller was authori- 
zed at that meeting to name a 
hearing committee. 

SOME LIGHT SHED 

The exact nature of the dispute 
which has roiled the Philadelphia 
units of the Congress has never 
been disclosed but the battle 
reached a peak when John Bern- 
heimer was ousted as executive di- 
rector of the local Congress Coun- 
cil. 

Bernheimer denied charges of 
malfeasance and dereliction of 
duty and filed suit to block the 
ouster. The suit was later with- 
drawn. 

Some clarification of the issues 
came in a statemeft to the mem- 
bers by State Sen. Maxwell S. Ro- 
senfeld, president of the Philadel- 
phia Congress. 

Rosenfeld said that the hearing 
had been ordered after a prelim- 
inary investigation which substan- 
tiated the charges. 

THE CHARGES LISTED 

These Rosenfeld listed as “the 
unfortunate and unprecedented 
resort to the courts, public ha- 
rangue and public defamation of 
the American Jewish Congress on 
matters of internal administra- 
tion.” 

Rosenfeld promised that the de- 
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administration of the pro-Zionist 
fendants “will have the opportun- 
ity for a fair and complete hear- ° 
ing.”

U.S. Spokesmen Fight Report 
Religious Bloc Forced Gov't Fall

YORK—American spokesmen for the Religious Bloc of 
Israel this week challenged reports that the Bloc was responsible 


for the fall of Israel’s first Coali 


ition Government. 


The statements came from Charles Bick, president of Hapoel 
Hamizrachi (HH) the Religious Labor Zionists of America, and from 


Leon Gellman, chairman of the 
World Mizrachi executive. 

“The outstanding fact of the 
matter ig that the ministers in 
the Government never resigned 
and did not cause the fall of the 
Government,” Bick asserted. HH 
is the strongest member of the 
Religious Bloc. 

BEN-GURION ACTED 
’ He said it is “now certain that 
Mr. Ben-Gurion’s_ resignation 
came as a complete surprise and 
in the midst of negotiations with 
reference to the proposed changes 
in the Cabinet.” 

Bick confirmed reports. that 
members of the Religious Bloc 
were “still debating their reply 
when they were informed that 
Mr. Bn-Gurion was on his way 
to Rehovoth. A telephone call 
summoned them to President 
Weizmann’s home where they 
learned of the Premier’s resigna- 
tion.” 

“Although the Religious Bloc 
had bitterly opposed the Govern- 
ment’s handling of the religious 
education of immigrant children, 
it felt that its obligation to the

resigning from the Government,” 
Bick said.

Bick said HH would demand an 
investigation of news agencies 
which carried “the inaccurate re- 
ports of the resignations.” 

Gellman, while bitterly con- 
demning the Israeli Government 
of Ben-Gurion for its handling of 
the economic crisis, confirmed 
Bick’s statement. 

Gellman said that the current 
economic crisis had called for a 
new Government policy to en- 
eourage private investment, help 
implement private enterprise and 
attract foreign capital, a program 
Gellman said had been urged by 
the Religious Bloc.

YORK—Further testimony was taken here this week by 
the essen -man tribunal of the American Jewish Congress on the 
complaint of Benjamin Krieger, survivor of the Muhldorf concep 
tration camp in Germany, that another survivor, Meyer Mit 
had killed his brother Zalman Krieger only a few ‘weeks before ite 


U.S. Army liberated the camp’s 
inmates. 

The hearing was marked by ex- 
citement and conflicting  testi- 
mony. Krieger took the stand 
and reiterated his eariler char- 
ges, describing how the accused 
inflicted a fatal blow on his bro- 
ther. Under cross examination by 
Simeon F. Gross, who represent- 
ed Mittleman, the accuser lost 
patience, refused to answer ques- 
tions and left the room. Later he 
returned under the persuasion of 
the judges. 

Krieger’s testimony was corro- 
borated by another camp -survi- 
vor, Jacob Rubinstein, who said 
he saw the accused strike Krieg- 
er’s brother as he stood in line 
for supper in the camp one even- 
ing. 

Another witness, Dr. Alexan- 
der Shonfeld of St. Louis, testi- 
fied he was a physician at the 
camp where, he said, he main- 
tained a “primitive hospital,” and 
that he had not heard of the al- 
leged incident, Dr. Shonfeld told 
the judges he doubted the inci- 
dent could have happened. with- 
out coming to his attention. 


Another witness, Rabbi Ezekiel 
Ruttner, testified he was unaware 
of the beating though he was a 
Muhldorf camp inmate at the 
time. He testified to the “very 
good” reputation of Mittleman in 
the camp. 

The final hearing is expected 
within a week.
